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The applicant argues in substance that the prior art of reference does not teach downloading data and simply teaches exchangaing data. 
The applicant also states that there is a clear and irrefutable difference between download and exchange of data. In response, the cited 
section of Hiscock states that FTP or TFTP can also be used as the underlaying protocol and be defined as a Configuration Parameter. 
Downloading by conventional definition is essentially on the Internet, to transfer a file from one computing device to another computing 
device by means of a network connection. File Transfer Protocol simply assures the transmission is free from errors. Thus, the exchange 
of data as taught by the prior art of reference still meets the scope of the limitation as claimed. With regards to whether the data 
includes software, as was previously discussed in prior office actions, the term "interface software" is broad and is subsequently 
interpreted by the examiner to be as such. There is no limitation in the claim that specifices what the interface software is, what it does, 
and its functionalities. Thus this term, as is interpreted, is taught by Hiscock and hence the scope of the limitaiton as claimed is still met 
by Hiscock 
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
